We found on yesterday that the rooms pre 
sented a :

in pleasant contrast to the chilling and dreary 
rain that beat upon the windows. The mailing 
room Waslittered witb piles of documenis, such 
as ‘“‘Hammond’s Arguments,” ‘*Toombs’s 
Speech,’’ * Reeses Letter,”” etc., and a corps 
of clerks was busily engaged in mailing them 
tothe yeomaniy throughout the state.
